To 183 Graduates from Dean Rusk: 
Hope Amid Mind-Pressing Problems 


A standing room only crowd packed into Belk Audi- 
torium and gave former Secretary of State Dean Rusk a 
warm response as he addressed PC’s 183-member graduating 
class at the May 9 Commencement. It was not the largest 
group of departing seniors, but the 75 women represented 
a new high for female graduates. 


Rusk told the young men and women that, in addition 
to problems which press the human mind to its outer limits, 
their generation is inheriting assets upon which to build with 
hope for the future. 

He said mankind’s survival depends on the early solution 
to such problems as the nuclear arms race, environmental 
destruction, the ticking time bomb of population explosion, 
relationships between races and cultures, and the insatiable 
appetite for energy in a world with a dwindling supply of 
non-renewable resources. 

He said this country, for more than a decade, has been 
in a special trauma caused by assassinations, Vietnam and 
Watergate which has depressed the spirits and brought on a 
destructive fad of self-flagellation. 


“But we will bounce back,” he added, “with these assets 
which my generation passes on to you along with the many 
problems”: 

1—Almost 30 years since an atomic bomb has been fired 
in anger; 2—a constitutional system of government which 
rests on the 200 million foundation stones of free Americans; 
3—an economy that has produced miracles in the past and 
can produce miracles again; and 4—the grassroots strength

should overpopulate this earth or destroy it. 

Rusk received an honorary doctor of political science 
degree. Other honorary degrees went to retired Clinton black 
leader and educator David E. Dendy; Randolph Kowalski, 
minister of the Greenville First Presbyterian Church; and 
Warren M. Wardlaw, PC alumnus who serves as pastor 
of the Darlington Presbyterian Church. Kowalski preached 
the baccalaureate sermon. 

William L. Gleason of Springfield, Va., received the 
General Scholarship Medal as class valedictorian; and Ray- 
mond E. Lloyd of West Columbia, the Outstanding Senior 
Award. The Distinguished Volunteer Service Award went 
to William R. Walter of Charleston, W. Va., and Anna 
White of Fort Mill. Undergraduate citations presented at 
this program were: the Pi Kappa Phi and Cardinal Key 
awards for top academic records among freshman men and 
women—Morris M. Galloway, Jr., of Decatur, Ga., and

It is given “in 
grateful recognition of and appreciation 
for his skill as a classroom teacher, re- 
flecting both his scholarship and _ his 
concern for the individual student.” 
The selection process includes student 
nominations. 

The dedication of the PaC SaC, 
edited by Susie Gay of Decatur, Ga., 
cited Halsall as “a distinguished gen- 
tleman who exemplifies Presbyterian 
College in his integrity, service and 
devotion.”

A scholarship in memory of Colonel and Mrs. Robert E. Wysor, Jr., is estab- 
lished at PC to provide annual financial assistance to a student interested in music. 


Funds by Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin F. Ivey, Jr., are being added to earlier 
family gifts to build an endowment of $10,000. Yearly returns from this invest- 
ment will maintain a $500 annual grant as a living memorial in recognition of the 
lifetime interest in Presbyterian College by Colonel and Mrs. Wysor. 


Mrs. Ivey is a daughter of the honored couple, and Ben Ivey is a 1949 PC 
graduate who has served as student dean here since retiring as a career Army 
officer in 1971. 


Wysor was a regular Army infantry captain when he first came to PC to head 
the ROTC Staff in 1929. He remained for eight years and built the small battalion 
into one recognized among the finest college units in the South. He later served 
in World War II and rose to the rank of colonel before retiring in Clinton in 1947. 
He died in 1958. 


Mrs. Sara Bell Wysor maintained her leadership in the work of the First 
Presbyterian Church and her strong interest in the community and in PC until 
her death in February, 1976. Both she and Col. Wysor were native Virginians— 
she graduating from Mary Baldwin College and he from Virginia Military Institute. 
They had two other children besides Mrs. Kent Ivey: Mrs. Elizabeth Jordan and 
the late Robert E. Wysor III ’41.
